2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-8, and 1 0-1 2 (renumbered 1 -1 0) are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kuramori (JP 
2004-51012) is seen to constitute the closest prior art of record. As best depicted in 
Figures 1-4, Kuramori is directed to a runflat tire construction (runflat core) including a 
circular shell, a pair of elastic rings, and a sound absorbing member provided on said 
circular shell. The reference, however, fails to suggest, disclose, or teach a

construction in which the core further includes a band to which said sound absorbing 
member is attached.
